You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  12th  day  of  March,  1940, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  a  Treas- 
urer, Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  one  or  more  not  exceeding 
three  Highway  Agents,  two  Auditors,  one  Selectman 
for  three  years,  two  Library  Trustees  for  three  years, 
one  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  and 
such  other  Officers  and  Agents  as  the  voters  may  deem 
necessary. 

2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  Highways  and  Bridges 
in  said  Town. 
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3  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  a  road 
to  summer  camps  on  the  Black  Farm  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  same. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,931.00 
for  State  Aid  Construction. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Snow  Removal. 

6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  about 
breaking  and  sanding  yards  on  State  roads,  and  who 
shall  be  so  employed. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  any 
small  pieces  of  old  highway  that  lie  on  the  outside  of 
curves,  beyond  a  distance  of  thirty-three  (33)  feet 
measured  from  the  center-line  of  the  new  highway  laid 
out  July  27,  1937  by  a  Commission  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  if  approved  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Highway  Commission. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  taxes  paid  in  full  before  August  1,  1940. 

9.  To,  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by 
the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

10.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
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11.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative 
to  the  establishment  of  a  Municipal  Court  as  provided 
by  Chap.  323,  Section  28  of  the  Public  Laws  of  New 
Hampshire. 

12.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  vote  to  take 
in  regard  to  Memorial  Day. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  White  Pine  Blister 
Rust. 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative 
to  the  protection  of  its  employees. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  Town  Poor. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sun  of  $750.00  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  Aid  to  Soldiers  and  their 
families.

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20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $200.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  As- 
sociation of  New  Hampshire  for  the  issuance  and  dis- 
tribution of  printed  matter,  newspaper  and  magazine 
advertising,  calling  attention  to  the  resources  and 
natural  advantages  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with 
other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

21.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  appropriating  money  for  Laconia  and  Huggins 
Hospitals. 

22.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  com- 
plete the  Black  Road  on  Moultonboro  Neck,  Long  Is- 
land and  the  Bean  Road. 

23.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legal- 
ly come  before  said  meeting.

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1939,  there 
have  been  twenty-three  calls,  involving  fires  with  an 
estimated  damage  of  $2,060.00  and  one  out  of  town 
fire.  Six  of  the  twenty-three  calls  were  received  and 
responded  to  by  the  Center  Harbor  Fire  Department. 

Last  spring,  the  chief  and  another  member  attended 
the  ten  sessions  of  the  New  Hampshire  Firemen's 
Training  School,  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  The  course  consisted  of 
much  valuable  information  on  fire  fighting. 

The  members  of  the  Department  have  shown  com- 
mendable promptness  in  responding  to  fires,  which  has 
greatly  helped  to  keep  the  fire  loss  at  a  low  figure  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

This  year  the  forest  fire  hazard  will  be  greater  than 
ever.  Every  precaution  should  be  taken  and  everyone 
building  a  fire  in  the  open  must  have  a  permit  from 
the  local  fire  warden.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


EDUCATIONAL  POLICY 

We  hear  and  read  a  great  deal  these  days  about 
democracy.  The  experience  of  European  countries  who 
have  tried  democracy  and  failed  proves  to  us  that 
democracy  is  not  just  a  form  of  government  with  a 
written  constitution.  It  is  a  way  of  thinking  and  be- 
lieving on  the  part  of  people.  This  understanding  and 
faith,  vital  to  our  country's  existence,  can  be  fostered 
in  our  public  schools.  One  of  the  purposes  of  education 
is  to  develop  a  loyalty  to  the  American  way  of  life. 

Travelers  in  Germany  and  Italy  from  this  country 
find  the  youth  of  those  nations  full  of  enthusiasm  for 
their  leaders  and  are  disappointed  at  the  thought  that 
there  is  no  such  enthusiasm  for  their  country  on  the 
part  of  children  in  the  United  States.  We  tend  to  take 
our  heritage  of  freedom  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  are 
likely  to  lose  the  realization  that  it  is  a  precious  and 
costly  thing.  One  educator  has  said,  "To  make  demo- 
cracy work  we  must  make  a  religion  out  of  it." 

Experience  has  shown  that  it  is  not  enough  to  talk 
about  good  citizenship  and  to  understand  the  workings 
of  our  town  meetings,  national  elections,  and  the  duties 
of  various  officers.  Our  young  people  must  learn  to  be 
citizens  by  practicing  good  citizenship.  The  school  that 
can  permit  boys  and  girls  to  exercise  self-control,  to 
make  their  own  decisions,  to  learn  to  work  with  others 
and  not  to  shirk  responsibility,  is  doing  its  part  to  make 
America  a  better  country  to  live  in. 
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RECENT  CHANGES  IN  SCHOOL  LAWS 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Court  two  import- 
ant changes  in  the  state  educational  laws  were  made. 
One  of  these  dealt  with  the  education  of  handicapped 
children  and  the  other  with  regulations  affecting  school 
transportation. 

Heretofore  pupils  who  were  handicapped  through 
lameness,  deafness,  blindness,  or  other  physical  defect 
have  been  excused  from  school  attendance  on  that  ac- 
count. Any  education  which  they  received  has  been 
provided  for  them  at  their  parents'  expense.  The  new 
law  requires  that  such  children  have  either  transpor- 
tation to  school  (no  matter  how  near  they  may  live  to 
the  school  building)  or,  if  they  are  unable  to  attend 
school,  instruction  must  be  provided  for  them  at  home 
at  the  expense  of  the  district.  This  requirement  does 
not  apply  in  cases  of  temporary  handicaps  such  as  a 
broken  leg  or  illness  but  only  to  those  whose  handicap 
is  permanent. 

The  other  new  law  has  given  to  the  State  Motor 
Vehicle  Department  the  authority  to  make  and  enforce 
regulations  regarding  school  buses.  Regulations  for 
this  school  year  (until  July  1,  1940)  have  recently  been 
issued.  It  is  expected  that  these  regulations  will  be 
changed  from  year  to  year  in  order  to  provide  greater 
safety  and  comfort  for  children  who  are  carried  to 
school. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

A  major  improvement  has  been  made  this  past  sum- 
mer at  Greene's  Corner.  This  consisted  of  repairing  the 
foundation  and  floor  sills,  adding  windows  on  the  south 
side,  and  the  installation  of  new  toilets.  Moving  the 
stove  has  greatly  increased  its  heating  efficiency,  The 
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new  windows  not  only  provide  better  light  and  sun- 
shine (unknown  in  the  past)  but  also  a  clear  view  of 
the  playground.  The  new  septic  toilets  are  not  only 
sanitary  but  their  new  location  is  superior  to  the  old. 

THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Miss  Eva  Nelson  who  has  serve  us  as  school  nurse 
for  the  past  two  years  was  unable  to  return  to  her  dut- 
ies in  September  because  of  illness.  Her  work  has  been 
taken  over  by  Miss  Ruth  Allen.  Miss  Allen  comes  to  us 
from  Dover  and  has  several  years  of  experience  in  this 
work. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

There  is  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  in  Moultonboro 
shown  by  the  school  board,  teachers,  school  nurse, 
pupils,  and  other  people  of  the  community.  This  is 
much  appreciated.  Let  us  continue  to  work  together  for 
the  good  of  our  children.
